Averaging the prospective output of 
the Klondike district from the various 
estimatea ot returned miners and eo- 
journera in the far northern country ap- 
pears to be an utter impossibility, for 
the apprositnationa are aa far apart as 
the polee, and each and every man who 
risks an ealimate does 80 with the aup- 
plomentary information tliat he has 
given the matter studious consideration. 
At the same time one Bays six and an- 
otiier sixty millione, ivhila other esti- 
miitea fill in all the space between. 

The most conservativB estimate yet 
iriven is that of ••fO.OOO.OOO, the author of 
which caltJttUniou, Mr. K, J. ]>ivernaBh, 
is now in Victoria en route to Ottawa to 
present the petition of the American 
miners for amendment ol the regula- 
tions. He has been in the Klondike 
country for several months in the inter- 
est of tbe Journal and Examiner, and 
bas vieited all the creeks and gulchee in 
the',.neighb6rhood on which gold thus 
far hae b?eii discovered, Tttking note ol 
Ihe actual niimbor of men workitig on 
these, and the known (]ualitv of the dirt 
beinn taken out, he aaya ^(3, 000, 000 will 
cover the 1898 production, ualesB he is 
very mucli mietaken, indeed. 

The Alaska Commercial Co. not long 
ago eriiiiloyed an expert, Mr. Mieeiier, to 
place a valuation upon the prospective 
yield ol the camps, and hia approxima- 
tion was the same as that given by Mr. 
William Ogilvie Bome months before — 
teii oxilUons a year. Mr. Misener has 
since said, however, that these may bo 
taken ae oatside figares, 

Mr. Livernaeb is generally disposed to 
" bear " the diatrict, with tbe casual re- 
mark that while every man who comes 
down with a few thousands in dust is 
qaile willing to style himself a million- 
aire, few indeed, if any, of the returning 
miners deserve tlieraiiiig. Bonanza and 
El Dorado are still, ho maintains, the 
only Klondike creeks that are as yet 
producers, or will contribute materially 
to the 18!>S ontpiit. 

And yet, like al) others who lisve been 
in thiB land of privalious, moeiidiloes 
and yellow iiuirtrets, Mr. LiveriiuBli ap- 
ptora to Ijo iiiioaelf autJioiently iin- 
presee<l with the proapecta and 
sources of the country to mnko Dawson 
his home. Ha returns there, unen 
cumbered by journaliatic responsibili- 
j ties, on the completion of his. mission to 
I Ottawa. 

I Just when tbe delesatea 'will meet in 
j the Canadian capital lor their confer 

1 ence with the government is as yet im- 
[ certain, for Dr. Wills breaks liis east 
' ward journey with a visit to Kegina, for 
i tlie purfjoee of reaigaing his position in 
I the 3Ioiinted Police, und JNIr, I/ivernash 
I pays Wasliinglon a cull to diBcuna the 
I lack of mail facilities witli the Post- 
uinatar-General of the United .States. 

The inadi'(iu:ite and indeed utteriy in 
eflicient and unreliabiu postal service ia 
one of the chief grievuntea of the upper 
Yukon country, and the manner in 
which the maintenance of regular com 
niunicntion has been neglected by both 
Canadian and United States govern- 
ments is, according to Blr. Livernash, a 
atnndiug disgrace to those in authority 
Important enterprises, large invest- 
ment projects, and private affaira have 
been brought to a standstiU through the 
utter inability of those who are in tlie 
Klondike to receive the letters sent thorn 
by their principals, their familiud or 
their friends. At the same time it cannot 
bo said that the Jiandling of mail 
matter has been impoaaihltj. Private 
enterprise, even the humlilest, has been 
Biiflicient to the movement of supplies of 
every deacription — yet the only way to 
get a letter out or in has been to trust 
to the courtesy of some friend moving 
over the trail. 

Z^The United States mail contract calls 
for a monthly service each way. This 
arrangement became operative in July 
last— yet since that time only two mails 
have gone into tbe nortfi country from 
J'aneaa, and one mail has been received 
there, at the hands ol P. C. Bichardaon, 
the sab-contractor and actual carrier of 
the Ainerican mail. 

On the other hand, according to Mr. 
Livernash, no Canadian mail has got 
tlirough, and when his party paseed 
Little Salmon on the way. out, they saw 
there 1,200 lbs. of acfiuniolatod mail. 
How lone these lettora had been gather- 
ing is hot stated; the probability 
ia that they will not move now until 
spring cornea and the river moves them. 

At another point ou Ills outward jour- 
ney, Mr. ;.LivernaBh fell in with the 
Canadian carrier, who has an addi- 
tional 700 pounds on hia dos: sled; He 
in passing expressed himself as able to 
get through with hia letters to Dawson 
if Major Walsh gave the word, although 
700 pounds would be aboat the limit of 
hia team's capacity to take care of, and 
no part of tbe a<;cuinulated could reason- 
ably be given to.him for delivery.

KorthV'Mr; Li vernaab sayis thiat although 
400 letters addreeeed tO him are said to 
have passed Juiieau, not one has ever 
reached him. Indeed, in all the time 
he has been a resident of tbe Klondike, 
he has not received a letter or seen any 
newspaper in which his "matter" has 
appeared. The present neelect in 
jeopardizing all Northern bueinees; it 
must be terminated speedily to avert a 
paralysis of investment in IClondike 
properties.

Evidences of Too Great Haste in 
the Ollicial Map of the 
Yukon. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Jan. 22.- (Special)— The of- 
flcial map of the Yukon district, just 
issued by the department of the interior, 
bears evidences of having been prepared 
in great haste; for instance, an import- 
ant point like Glenora is not marked at 
all. The official spelling of Klondike is 
with an "i," and the river generally 
known as the Stickeen is written "Stick- 
ine," as it appears in the treaty of Wash- 
ington. 

Eighty-one applications are thus far 
flled for private bill legislation. The 
total number of applications for Yukon 
railway charters to date is thirty. 

It is stated that the government will 
ask for a special vote of ^60,000 for train- 
ing a naval reserve. 

Cottonseed oil, to be used exclusively 
in tbe manufacture of liquid annatto, 
has been placed ob the free list. 

A new post ofBce has been opened at 
Falkland, in Yale; and Buskine, in 
Westminster district. 



FBUIT «K0WER8» MEETING. 

Shipments Itast Year Increased at a Satis- 
factory Bate— Oracers Elected. 

Messrs. J. R. Anderson, deputy min- 
ister of agriculture, and R. M. Palmer, 
provincial inspector of fruit psets, re- 
turned last night from Westminster, 
where they had been attending the meet- 
ings oi tlie Fruit Growers' Association. 
At the ^second day's meeting Messrs. 
Palmer, Thomas Cunningham, E. 
llutcherson and T. Sharp were appointed 
a committee on transportation, and a 
practical addretis on fruit packing was 
delivered by Mr. M. Baker of Victoria, 
who particularly dwelt upon the neces- 
sity of neatness and attraqtivenesa in 
putting up fruit in order to secure the 
best prices in tlie market. In the dis- 
cussion that followed the Oregon style 
of box was decided upon as the most 
suitable for Bhlpping purposee. 

The association decided to ask the 
provincial government for a subsidy of 
.$500; Mr. A. McD. Allan, of Goderich, 
was endorsed aa a candidate for the posi- 
tion of fruit commissioner for Canada 
for the Paris ExpoEition of 1000, and the 
society pledged iiself to do its best to- 
wards holding an international in West- 
minster. 

At the annual meeting ot the British 
Columbia Fruit Exchange at Westmiu- 
iiier on Wednesday the reports showed 
that whereas the year opened with a 
deficit of .$025, it clcsed with a small bal- 
ance in hand, Fruit shipments increased 
satisfactorily— from *5,000 worth in 1890 
to $19,650 in 1897. Apples ranked first 
in value; then plums, pears and straw- 
berries in the order mentioned. The 
resignation of Mr. Henry as manager 
was received with regret, and the elec- 
tion of ofTicers and hoard resulted as fol- 
lows:

A Mistake in Ifedicinal Herbs AH 
fiat Causes Two 
Deaths. 



The Nai'i'ov,' Fiscope of Father and 
Son an Object 
Lesson. 



An interesting point as to Ihe relative 
responsibilitiea of seller and purchaser 
of family remedies has arisen, with fn 
illustration in point which brought 
William Harris and his eon George to 
the point of death. They were suffering 
from the prevalent infirmity, bad colds, 
and took what they at the time believed 
to be boneset tea, but which subsequent- 
ly proved to be stramonium, a narcotic 
vegetable poison whose chief use is for 
smoking aa a temporary relief in asth- 
matic affections. 

The Harrises declare that they pur- 
chased the drug as boneset at the dis- 
pensary Ol W. Jackson ct Co., 05 Doug- 
las street, and took the supposedly 
homely family remedy without lookmg 
at the label on the package from tbe 
drugziets ; tbe latter on the other baud 
say that they remember selling a packet 
of boneset to some lady customer on 
Friday afternoon,' and Buggest that if a 
mistake was made it was cbiedy the 
mistake of the purchasers and intended 
users in not looking at the label. 

However this may be, the Messrs. 
Harris, father and son, have had an un- 
pleasantly close call. They have their 
homo just outside the city boundary and 
off the Saanich road; William Harris is 
bricklayer and his son a mechanic also 
employed in the city. The young man 
had been aufferint; with a cold during 
several days patt, and when he decided 
to cure himself with boneset tea, his 
father remembered that he, too, bad a 
cold, and decided that " a little of it 
wouldn't hurt him either." 

What waa supposed to be boneaet was 
purchased Friday afternoon and the tea 
was made tbe same evening, the precau- 
tion of reading tbe label having appar- 
ently been quite overlooked. The two 
herbs have a very similar appeaiauce, 
nor did the dissimilarity in taate excite 
suspicion or remark, 

The tea waa made and taken at about 
(3 o'clock, the father, aa he drained his 
glass, remarking casually that ''This 
ia the genuine stuff — the last we had 
wasn't very strong." Then all the fam- 
ily sat down to supper, the son while at 
the table complaining of dizziness and a 
parched throat, symptoms w, ich soon 
presented themselves to the father also. 
Both concluded that it was nothing 
more than biliousness, until within an 
hour or so afte/ taking the medicine both 
were unable to stand. Medical aid was 
then summoned, and Doctors Hart and 
Hall soon acquainted themselves with 
the true character of the tea — from the 
remaining portion of the herb — and.went 
to work according. 

By 2 o'clock iu the morning their in- 
cessant labors had been so successful 
that the recovery of b-th patients'was 
assured, although for a time the life of 
the ekkr nittn was despaired of, 
■ 'The herb ueed waa nuquestionably 
stramonium — not boneset. Tiie Harrises 
do not appear to have been familiar with 
thia asthmatic remedy or to have kept iC, 
in the house. They had got what txiey.- 
believed to be boneset from tbedru<2gi6t, . 
but had neither looked at the packet. . 
label nor preserved it. On the other 
hand Druggist Jackson has no recollec- 
tion of having sold stramonium, butdoes- 
remember the sale of boneset. 

All theee herbs, some of theiii poisoti- 
ons if improperly used, are done up in 
sealed packets from the Ontario whole- 
sale iionso of Parke Davis it Co., and 
distinctly labelled — the dangerous ones 
with a " poison " mark in red aa well as 
the usual description of the contents of 
the |)a('ket. Mr. Jackson intimates that 
it would have been impossible for stra- 
monium to have come wrongly labelled 
as boneaet from the wholeealers.

Beblix, Jan. 22. — From the informa- 
tion received at tbo foreign office it ap- 
pears that the German miBBionary 
troublea in China are becoming wide- 
Bprsad, and are leading to new compli- 
cationa between tlie two governmenta. 
The Protestants as well as the Boman 
Catholics liave been attaciied. Reports 
received by the Berlin Evangelical Mis- 
sion Society, whicli is supporting six 
stations iu China, ehovr that a critical 
state of aOivirs exist. 

MurderooB attacks have been made 
apon three of these stations. The Ger- 
man missionary Homyear, of the Ilam- 
jung station, who was recently robbed 
and wounded near a place called Lang- 
thon, is a Saxon, fie narrowly escaped 
aaBaseination a couple of months before 
the present attack. 

London, Jan. 22. — While events are 
moving witli somewhat dramatic rapidi- 
ty in the Far East and complicationB 
may any day develop a situation fraught 
with momentous dangers, when the 
known facts and the position of ailairs 
are analyzed, there is not much reason 
At the present moment to euppoee that 
a aolatioD of the crisis will be found in a 
lesort to war. 

There la leaeon to believe that diplo- 
matic circles do not fear that it will be 
neceseary to appeal to arms unless (and 
this is the" dangerous feature of 
the situation) Japan breaks from 
her mentors. So far as the 
European powers are concerned 
tbe diplomats throughout are satisfied 
that the Chinese question will not break 
the peace of the world, but they have 
always feared that Japan will prove a 
firebrand. 

Japan is excited and does not know 
exactly what she wants or what threat- 
ens her, but she has a general suspicion 
that unless ahe assertaherBelf she will be 
deprived of a portion of the plunder. Un 
leas ahe can be reatrained from impetnoua 
action, tbe departure of her fleet from 
Yokohama to-day for Chinese water, 
may prove to be tbe atriking of the 
match that may lead to a decided con- 
tiagration. 

Leaving out the possibility of war, the 
dipomaticgame ie most interesting. The 
Marquis of Salisbury is slow in playing 
his trumps, but unless Kussiftand France 
have some up their sleeves it would ap- 
pear that he has a decided advantage, 
for the British premier has forced Rus- 
sia to show her hand. 

She no longer conceals the fact that 
she regards the whole of Manchuria and 
the Liaotung peninsula as being her ex- 
clusive property, but by insisting that 
Talienwsn (northeast of Port Arthur) bo 
made a treaty port, the Marquis of Salis- 
bury has countered the Muscovite de- 
signs on Fort Arthur, for the latter is of 
little strategic value without Talienwan. 

France, of course, resents the proposal 
to open Nanking, which would clash 
with her exclusive interests in Tonquin, 
wliile botli Prussia and France are 
deeply concerned in Great Britain'i' 
claim to extoDii tiie Burmesp railroad 
tlio OtiinesB province of \'nn Nan. 

France lias arfcnre"! privilcgea in Vun 
Nan wtjioh would be aerioualy discom- 
moded by the Britiah railroad <liv(*rtinjr 
to the north the commerce of nuch a 
riiih province, while a railroad from 
Raogo to Shanghai (which would 
be the natural outcome of Great Brit- 
ain's demands) would be a disaatrous 
competitor of the great trans- Asiatic 
line from. Samarcand to Port Arthur, 
wliich Russia is so laboriously construct- 
ing. 

There eefims to be ati understanding 
between Germany and Great Britain, 
but Germany at the same time has so 
skilfully played her cards, alternately 
caressing .St. Petersburg and l>ondon 
that her relations with both these capi- 
tals are better than for a long time past,

VV. P. Hudson, ex-M.P. 

BAW MATERIAL IN DEMAND. 

Running Short of Stock, Quebec's Cartridge 
Factory is Compelied to 
Shut Down. 

QuKiiEC, Jan. 22. — The manufacture 
of cartridges has been suspended at the 
government factory here owing to the 
want of material. About one hundred 
hands were ^employed at this work. 
Probably more material may not arrive 
from England until spring. 



A MATKIMONIAL MIX-UP. 

The Strangely Complicated Belationahips of 
Mrs. IVIlller and Mrs. Miller's 
Husbands. 

KiNGSTO.v, Jan. 22. — Lucy Patterson 
Miller was ,to-day'.acqnitted on a charge 
of bigamy' preferred by her ,huBband, 
John A. Miller. The cafie is one of the 
most unique matrimonial tangles on the 
records of the Canadian courts, the de- 
fendant having been married at an early 
age and subsequently discovering that 
the man to whom she had been wedded 
already poBsessed a life companion. 

She did not initiate criminal proceed- 
ings, but believing herself free contract- 
ed a second marriage.

Many families are exiating on Indian 
meal and cold water, and several oases 
of children being frozen severely are re- 
ported.

Prominent Vancouverltes Perfect Organiza- 
tion for the Purpose of InterestinR 
' Investors. 

Vanx-ouveu, Jan. 22.— (Special) — 
Mayor Garden, Major Bennett, J. 
Benwell, Dr. Beli-Irring, R. Hamilton, 
J. M. McKinnoD, J. M. Buxton, Wm 
Skene, 0. Plnnkett, P. Alexander, H. J 
Ceperley, F. L. Warner, T. Tetley, H. 
G. Waterman, Barclay Bonthorne, G. W. 
Weeks, A. G. Thynne, G. W. Debeck, 
li. F. Keefer, George Willis, J. M. 
Bowell, Dr. Lefevere, St. G. Hammer- 
sly, Major-General Kinchant, G> Uoss 
aud A. Bonthrone, >fayor Garden pre- 
siding, met to-day, and decided in form 
a chamber of mines with tho object of 
properly placing before the investing 
public the resources of the province, and 
to investigate freight rates.

WEST COAST MINES.

Of course these 
expert representatives are close of 
mouth and chary of information to tho 
public, but " by their works " it is reas- 
onable to conclude that they have found 
something to satisly. 
A number oC bonds at good figuiet 
and with euhstauiial tiiHt pay- 
ments testify moat eluqaratly to tiiiiuB 
most interested that tbe«VHrdiut of the 
experts haa been as a whole favcrahle. 
A^n engineer who has liad several years 
experience in that section says that resi- 
dents are naturally pleased to see these 
confirmations of his favorable predic- 
tions regarding this section, made at a 
time when tho very name o£ "Alberni " 
caused minor and capitalist alike to re- 
tire like snails within shells from which 
no amount of "specimens" and "soft 
talk " could coax them. The 
" open season " just passed may be 
rf-garded as ttie beginning ol 
the present favorable condition of 
afl'dirs.

This gentleman has just returned from 
an extensive tour through the Clcyo- 
quot copper belt, the northern extension 
of the Alberni copper belt. lie is re- 
ported to have l)nnded a group of claims 
on'Bear river ai:d another on Deer creek 
ii r bis company, A fair cash first 
pavment being paid in each case. 
Vi ithin the past week Mr. Hickey, rep- 
resenting Spokane people, made a trip 
into Alberni to look at two groups of 
copper claims , on the Alberni canal. 
The negotiations are still pending, but 
may yet be successful. The properties 
were approved, it being merely a ques- 
tion of torrns.

RIOT IN TBE CBAMBER

The Lie Both Clrcumstautial aud 
Direct Precipitates Free 
Figliting'. 

Ail Unparalleled Scene of Excite- 
ment the Climax of Paris' 
Sensation. 



Pauis, Jan. 22. — Tbe chamber of 
deputies was thronged to-day and there 
was great excitement when ex-Minister 
Cavignac repeated, the interpellation of 
the governlnent on the aubject of Drey- 
fus, of which he had previously notified 
the ministers. 

The premier, M. Meiine, said he could 
not communicate the contents of Captain 
Lebrun Renaud's reports, which, how- 
ever, the government, he continued, did 
not think it right to publish because the 
ministers thought a parliamentary dis- 
cussion would affect the judicial charac- 
ter of the whole affair, and once the dis- 
cussion was opened it could not be 
closed. 

There waa another cause preventing 
the publication, the same which actuat- 
ed the demand for a secret trial. This 
cause was not excessively grave, but it 
was customary to inveatieate eapionage 
secretly. 

Tbe premier then remarked that tho 
present campaign, in regard to Dreyfus, 
was deplorable. (Applause.) A great 
writer, M. Meiine pointed out, had used 
his pen to dishonor tho army. (Pro- 
longed applause and violent protests.) 
" The government now needs," he said, 
" that the country should be informed 
that the chamber has supported the 
cinisters." (Great applause). 

M. Cavignac replied that the moral 
result sought had been attained, adding 
that he deaired to withdraw his interpel- 
lation. 

Thia caused great excitement, and M. 
Jaures, the Socialist leader, re-intro- 
duced M. Cavignac'a interpellation of 
the government. He accuaed the Con- 
servatives of having forced the govern- 
ment to adopt reactionary methods and 
of preparing a way for the debacle. 

'The accusation caused atumnltamong 
the members of the right. 

Continuing M. .Taures characterized 
as lies the incomplete charges filed in 
the proeecution of Zola (applause). 

M. De Bernis (Conservative) accused 
M. Jaures of being the spokesman of the 
"Dreyfus syndicate"; to which M. 
Jaures replie"d, " You're a scoundreland 
a coward." 

M. De Bernis thereupon made a rush 
toward the tribune but was seized hy 
several socialists, and a series of fight's 
ensued, during which M. Debernia 
foaght his way to the tribune and struck 
M. Jaures. 

During the altercation M. do Bernis 
shouted to Jaures, " You're unquestion- 
ably in the pay of the Dreyfus syndi- 
cate." To this M. Jaures shonted fierce- 
ly in reply, but he was unable to make 
himself heard. 

In tho meanwhile M, Doville was try- 
ing to tlirow an inkstand at the head of 
M. de Bernis, but was restrained by the 
deputies around him. 

Several persons in the galleries ex- 
changed blows during the uproar, and 
the people in the galleries climl)ed upon 
the seats shouting encouragement or 
abuse at the deputies. 

The conservatives and tlie social ists 
next charged the platform and theme- 
lee became genersl, with lighting and 
shouting on all aiiles. The pretuierof 
the chamber, M. Brisson, being power- 
less to restore order, left the chair, Bay- 
ing " I am going to consnlt the procura- 
teure general." 

A few minutes later the order was 
given to clear the tribune, amidst great- 
est excitement among the deputies and 
journalists. When the order was given 
to clear tho tribune, the reporters were 
invited to retire. 

Tho subsequent proceedings of the 
chambers were not known for some time 
as the doors were closed, but later it was 
announced that the bureau of the cham- 
ber waa in session under the presidency 
of M. Brisson considering the measures 
to take. There is much talk of a duel 
between M. De Bernis and M. Jaures, but 
the friends of the latter declare that he 
will not fight. 



COWICllAN COUNCIL. 

The Newly Chosen Representatives of the 
Mnniclpallty Hold Their First 
Meeting. 

CowicnAN. Jan. 17.— The new council 
held its first meeting to-day — all familiar 
faces with one exception. Mr. F. S. 
Leather occupied the chair formerly 
filled by Mr. \V. H. Elkington. The 
Reeve (Mr. T. A. Wood) according to 
his custom, gave a summary of tho most 
important matters which would demand 
the attention of the council. After ex- 
pressing his regret at being unable to at- 
tend the public meeting on the 8th inst. 
on account of illness in his family, ho 
said they had a serious problem before 
them in the section of last year's act re- 
quiring municipalities to provide their 
own police and prisons, maintain order 
and punish misdemeanors within their 
borders. Another efibrt must l)e made 
to secure tbe satisfactory working of 
their pounds by-law. Tho rectification 
of the boundaries of their district had 
become a aubject of great importance 
owing to the opening up of mines of 
large possibilities. It had become evi- 
dent that portions of the moat frequent- 
ed roada would not stand the increasing 
trafiSc, and it would be necessary t0/)ay 
down a more permanent road-bed.' The 
Reeve then made the following appoint- 
ments : 

Treasurer, Councillor F. S. Leather: 
finance committee, Coun. H. Bonsall 
and W. Herd ; health and fire committee, 
the_ Council, Councillor W. C, Duncan 
chairman ; licensing commissioners, H, 
Bonsall, .lames Evans, J.'s P.; Council- 
lors W, C. Duncan and W. Herd. 

The Jcouncii reappointed their clerk, 
collector, ossessor and health ofiicer,and 
it was decided to call for tenders for tbe 
ofiSee of road I inspector' on <a new basis, 
BalBiy partljr fixed and partly compis- 



sion on tho ' amount expended in con- 
tracta. 

Councillor Duncan and the road in- 
spector reported as to their survey of a 
line for a road to connect with tbe trail 
to Genoa Mill that they had found an 
excellent grade, but constructi3n would 
be somewhat costly— about ifl,400— on 
account of rock. 

The Reeve was authorized to have a 
survey made for a lino of road to the 
Mount Sictcar mines. 

Afterwards tho council sitting as a 
board of health, decided to call a meet- 
ing of the householders of Duncan, to be 
held in the municipal hall on Tuesday 
evening next, wnen some definite un- 
derstanding will be r^niredaa to the 
employment of a scavenger. ■ .' . 

THESB BOIS ABES BAD. 

V^outbful yaneouverites Who Steal 'the 
Colonist and' Are Coming to Victoria 
to Be Reformed. 

Vancouver, Jan. 22.— (Special)— The 
police magistrate haa at last decided to 
make an example of some of the very 
bad boys in Vancouver. They have 
been directly accused of stealing news- 
papers, the Colonist having been a suf- 
ferer, and are suspected of other even 
graver ofi'encea. Three of the boys are 
tq be sent to the reformatory at Victoria 
—John Davy, W. Oleson and Guy 
Emery. Several other bad boys are at 
present under police surveillance.

)ily llu-se; In December hist Commissioner 
llerchnur a-kul Mayor Templeton to 
find out and advise him. as to sailings of 
dillerent steamers during the early part of 
.lanuary. From the Canadian PacilicXavi- 
;jation Company he obtained January 3 as 
a auiltng dale, and from us, as ageiits of 
the Washington & Alaska S.S. Co., January 
i;!. TTpon the strength of this Commis- 
sioner Hcrciimer made his urrangeinents 
to send the men North on the .Srii, and ad- 
vised .Mr. Templeton accordingly. He 
thereupon comnnnucated with the Cana- 
dian I'acilic Navigation Comiiany, and was 
inlonned that they would not put on a 
boat on that date unless a certain number 
of men and quantity of freight was guaran- 
teed. This Mr. Templeton had noauthority 
to do, and upon our being advised of the 
dilUcnlty he was in, we at once arranged to 
have a steamer here on that date, taking 
all chances of being able to make tlie ven- 
ture i^ay. Would our tdtra patriotic friend 
" Canadian," under the clrcumstuncey, 
have acted dill'erently if he had been in -Mr. 
'reuipleton's position? Itrownot. More- 
over, perhaps it will surprise our 
patriot and the merchants of Van- 
couvir to learn that the would-be Czar 
ol iiritisii Columbia shipping circles. 
Captain John Irving, in whose interests, I 
j>resume, " Canadian " writes, has been 
tloing his level best, as far as transporta- 
tion to the north is concerned, to make 
Vancouver entirely subsidiary to Victoria. 
Ill his autocratic "old-timer" way he de- 
manded a short time ago that the Wash- 
ington & Alaska Steamship Coiupany 
.should at once cease encroaching upon Ids 
preserves by making Vancouver a port of 
call for their steamers, and threatened if 
such very reasonable rcipiest was not at 
once complied with that the vials of his 
wrath would be emptie<lupon their devoted 
heads. Upon taking the matter into

(diants. Consequcntlv 1 say that even if 
.Mayor Templeton had influenced the trans- 
poriation of the men in <niestion by the 
City of Seattle he was serving the interests 
of Vancouver by doing so, for without a 
(air share of patronage it could not be e.x- 
pected that our boats would continue call- 
ing here, especially if they were to be ostra- 
ciseii simply on account of their national- 
ity.

If the revulsion from roniantici.sm to 
realhsm which has taken place iu tho 
higher cla.ss of fiction opuld descend al- 
so to the loSver, it would go far toward 

the correction of an influonco baleful iu 
the e.xtremo to thousands of young lives. 
But unhappily sui'h a reform is inqy;s- 
siblo in thoyery naturo of things, for iu 
proportion as fiction becomes true to 
life it takes rank with tho higher order, 
aud thus passes beyond' the class of 
readers by whom it is most needed. 

For this evil inllneuco of low sriisa- 
tinnal literaturo the newspaper must 
share tho responsibility wikh the cheap 
novel. A splendid villain is always a 
more interesting clmraoter than a dis- 
gusting bruti?, so whatever naturo or 
fortune may havo dnno to favor a crim- 
inal is usually gros.sly exaggenited. If 
ho hap'pens to posse.s.s comeliness of per- 
son, grace of manner or intelligenco 
above the common iu his class, tho pub- 
lic is usually regaled with rhapsodical 
de.=oriptious of his beauty, refinomont 
aud inttdlect, and oven visitors to his 
cell are apt to bo so hypnctix.ed by their 
reading and thrir own fimcy that they 
fail to discover the <?xaggeration. 

The tj-pictil rascnl is never tho hero 
that ronmnee. wIe C ri- in the dime nov- 
el or (he nr\\s|i;i|ji r, pictures him. His 
intidligence is, as a rule, of a very low 
order, confineil (o keenness aud cun- 
uiiig, wdiich act in tho narrow circle of 
first preying upon his victims aud then 
trying to outwit justice. Compare it 
with tho intelligenco which works for 
good. Ilis eouraj;o is generally greatly 
overestimated. He rarely lights exce])t 
wdieu he has tho overwhelming advan- 
tage or when he is driven into a cor- 
ner. His magnanimity and amiability 
— qualities especian3- credited to him 
by wril(-rs and rc^aders of tho low ro- 
nianti," sehnid — are myths. Tliey are no 
part (d' his business, save as they serve 
to cloak b?s villainy. Pure sclflshne.=s 
or at best physical temperament is at 
the bottom of his good humor, apiiarent 
generosity and even his family alTcc- 
tion, for when the crucial test conies he 
will sacriiico anybody and everybody to 
self. Tho proverbial "honor among 
thieves" holds good only to a certain 
point. Tho moment it becomes clear 
that no advantage, direct or indirect, 
rtuiutins to the individuals of tho gang 
tho vaunted honor is thrown to flin 
winds, the g>tug disbands, each (dut.(:h- 
es what he can from the wreck of their 
common fortunes and henceforth pre\ s 
upon his former iialswithno luoro com- 
Iiuuctiou than he feels iu preying upon 
tho rest of the world. — Edward C. 
Jackson in North American Review. 



TENEMENT HOUSE FIRES. 



■ urance ratrol Works ns Fnlllifnlly For 
hoI'iioriiH ForTimsij U'lio Ar<' I nsured. 

There is an article in St. Nicholas on 
"The Fire Patrol," written by Charles 
T. Hill, wdio ba.s contributed a«f-eries of 
papers to that magazine ou tho New 
York fire dcjiartnieut. iMr. Hills.iys: 

At fires in tho homes of the poor thcso 
detachments of tho jiatrol woric just as 
earnestly and conscientiously to .save 
property as thoy would in the expensive- 
ly furnished mansions of tho rich. At 
tenement house fires they are of great 
service. First, the y aid in getting tho 
[leoplo ont ; then, gathering tho goods 
together, tho patrohneu protect thcni 
from water with tarpaulin covers?. The 
majority of these fires break out in tho 
basements or celhirs. then, following 
tho air and liglit shtifts to the top door, 
they sju'ead and do the greatest dar.uige 
in the upper stories. To extinguish these 
fires tho other floors below have to be 
flooded, and were it not for tho fire pa- 
trol in many cast-s the poor families 
would lose everything they owned. 

One of the <'ai)taii:s of the iiatrnl re- 
marked; "Why, it would do your heart 
good if you coultl hear how profuse 
these poor people are in their thanks, 
and tho blessiivgs thoy shower on us 
w hen they find we've saved tludr things. 
They go running ardund, wringing t heir 
hands and crying, "Kverythiug's lost, 
everything's lost!' .\nd then, when the 
firo is out, we lead them back aud show 
them their things, as dry as a chip un- 
der the cover.s, aud — well, say, there 
isn't tuiylliing they wouldn't do for u.s. 
Half the time they're not insuriMl, end 
it isn't our business to protect; I'.eople 
who aro not, but we're not supposed tu 
know everything, aud our orders are to 
protect property first and find ont 
whether ir, is insured afterward, and it 
is not our fault if wo save tho liltlo all 
of a lot of jioor creatures who half the 
time hav(;u'ti a change of clothes to their 
haelis. You hot we get tra work just as 
((uick in a teiieni(;nt hou:-e lire as in a 
big house OH Fifth avenue, and we do 
tho same work in both jihu'es, no mat- 
ter wdietlier it's for the rich ur the poor. "

BRITISH SUBPLUSSES. 

Their Period Coming to an End and HlRlier 
Taxation in Prospect. 

LovnoK, .Tan. 20. — In the course of an 
intor>-r'ing reference to revenue last 
evening, the chancellor of the exchequer 
said he thought tho period of aurplusses 
was coming to an end.

NO ONE'S MOUTH CLOSED. 

The CoLOSisr ia again informed that 
it is wroni! in easing tliat no one's mouth 
is closed by the proaeeutions inatitated 
against certain newspaper people for li« 
belling Hon, Measre, Turner and Pooley. 
In what part of the world do the 
people who take this poaition think we 
live? Thia is not Basaia. This is a 
country in which 

" Tiiough girt with friends or foes 
A man may speat tlje thing he will." 

We protest in the Btrongeet poaaible 
way agaiuat any such iniaerable concep- 
tion of libarty of speech and the liberty 
of the preaa aa ia imp'ied in the conten- 
tion that any man by instituting crim- 
inal proceedings against another can pre- 
vent the defendant from asserting hia 
innocence, or from publiahing to the 
world the facts upon which he relies to 
eatabliah hia innocence. If thia were 
not true, then thia country would cease 
to be fit for British eubjects to live in, 
and it would be high time for the peo- 
ple to rise in righteous indignation and 
sweep away, not only tho men who 
happen for the time being to be at 
the head of affairs, but the whole eye- 
tern of goverament under which auch 
an interference with the rigiita of the 
people ia permitted. It may seem 
atr.inge that the Colonist, and not tho 
defendants in the libel cases, cbampione 
their right to assert their innocence 
when and how they like; but the ques- 
tion at iaaue in Ihoae caaes is infinitely 
less in importance to tho greater (jues- 
■iion involved in the ris^ht of free epeecb. 

It is aleo said that the aiibject matter 
out o( which the libels have arisen can- 
not be diacuBsed in the legislature be- 
cause of a rule of the honse, and that Is'ir. 
Speaker will so hold. VVe have not the 
rule at hand, but understand ita aub- 
Btauce to be that no matter at iesue in a 
legal proceeding can be inquired into or 
dlacuseed on the lloors ol tlie house. 
Such a rule may be aalutary, but it can- 
not apply to the matter under conaider- 
atloQ. .4.1 least we submit such to be 
the law. Undoubtedly the legialature 
may by ita own rulea debar itself from 
diacueeing anytbinii', but the right ol 
any nieuiber to bring before ths house 
any subject which he may consider of 
liul)lic interest cannot be taken awiiy by 
implication. There must be some apecial 
rule exactly meeting the case. If a 
question arises under any rule framed in 
that behalf, the house haa itself the 
right to eay how the rule shall be inter- 
preted, and from tliat decision there in 
no appeal. Therefore, even if it be true 
as haa been alleged, that Mr. Speaker 
will hold that the matlers dealt with in 
the libels cannot bo properly discussed 
by the houee under ita rules of order, it 
is quite competent for the hoiiae to over- 
rale his decision and take the case up. 

We do not believe it can be iiroperly 
held, under any reaaonablo conatruction 
of the rules of the houBB, that tho sub- 
ject matter out of which the libels arose 
may not form the subject of debate. We 
concede the advisability of avoiding the 
discussion of any iiueation that ia before 
the courtp, !uid, therefore, agree witli 
those who say that the house ought not 
to endeavor to ascertain whether thoae 
who have been proceeded against for 
libol have actually libelled the gentle- 
men attacked . In other words the libel 
proceedings as such, sie not legitimate 
Hubjects of conaidefatloh by the houee 
under ita rules, which rules are the law 
of tho land. But to admit thia ia one 
thing, and to claim that by 
inetitutine pro.eedinga for libel, 
any member ot the government 
•iskn oloae the > moath ,o£.. ,the . legiakiure 



and prevent a diBcuscion of any subject 
of public interest, ia to propound what 
we roapectfuUy submit ia rank nonaenae, 
If tills ia the law of our parliament, then 
all that a government haa to do, if there 
ia any public matter which it does not 
wish to see ventilated upon the floor of 
the legislature, is to have a friendly suit 
or proseeution instituted, in which the 
matter in quVsttou will arlBe, and keep 
the proceedings alive through the ses- 
sion, We do not believe that any auch 
nonsenaical rule exiata, and if the legis- 
lature of British Columbia is absurd 
enough to vote that ita mouth can bo 
closed in this way, it bad better proceed 
immediately thereafter to pasa a resolu- 
tion adjournine Its sessions without day, 
and asking the lieutenant-governor to 
dissolve the house ho aa to permit tho 
voters to elect men who have some con- 
ception of the fundamental rights of a 
free people. 

We say that if any member of the 
house shall offer to bring up for discua- 
aion the guilt or innocence of the 
defendants in the libel suite , he 
might very properly be ruled 
out of order ; but if he should 
bring up the connection ot the I.Ion. 
Messra. Turner and Pooley with any 
incorporated company for diacuaaion, he 
would be debarred from proceeding only 
by those rules of debate which prevent 
coiunisnt upon the private bijsinesa 
affairs ol individuala. The connection 
of tbe Hon, Messrs. Turner and Pooley 
with mining companies is no more a 
proper subject for loose discuaaion on 
the floor of the legislature than is tbe 
manner in which, say, Mr. Cotton 
manages his newspaper, or Mr. Williams 
conducta hia law practice, or ]\lr. Ken- 
nedy runa a saw- mill. If any member 
desires to have others refrain from 
diacussing his private busineaa in the 
bouse, he need only ask the protection 
of Mr. Speaker, and it will doubtleaa be 
granted at once. But if any member 
think he can eataoliah that any minis- 
ter has used hia ofiicial position cor- 
ruptly or otherwise to advance hia per- 
sonal interests, ho iaat liberty to formu- 
late his charge and demand a commit- 
tee to investigate it. Such a demand 
would not be answered by aaying that a 
libel prosecution haa been begun in 
which the same point ia involved. 

Such at least ia the view of 
this paper, and if a contrary rule 
ia allowed to prevail in British Col- 
umbia, the Colonist will have the sat 
isfaction of knowing that its voice has 
been raised for tbe fulleet freedom of 
discuaaion, conaiatent with tbe right of 
every man to preaervebia purely private 
afTtiira from being made public. 

MAILS TO THE KLONDIKE. 

It appears that out ol six United 
States mails sent into the Yukon from 
the head of Lynn canal since July 6 last 
only two have reached their destination, 
and that no Canadian mails have got 
through at all. In view of the fact that 
people are cOmlBg and going constantly, 
thia seems a very extraordinary thing. 
We are tokl that many persons who 
have been sent into the Yukon by peo- 
ple contemplating investment there 
find themselves completely at a stand- 
still for lack of their correspondence 
and that the persona whom they repre- 
aent are eqtially at a loaa to know what 
to do. In addition to thia there is 
naturally very much disappointment 
and anxiety on the part of the families 
of people who are in the Yukon coun- 
try, due to the failure of the mail-car- 
riers to get through with the letters in 
their charge. 

We think everyone will agree with us 
in saying that this matter needs to he 
looked into at once. Jlen are coming 
out from Dawson nearly every day. The 
only people who do not eeem able tocome 
through are thoae who have a contract 
with the government to do ao. The 
poBtal authorities ought to inveatigato 
tills and try to discover some means of 
inducing the mail carriers to do what 
thev have undertaken to do. 



TO A CORRESPONDENT. 

The Coi.oNisr ia in receipt of a letter 
from a clergyman, complaining that this 
paper has printed during tlie last few 
months " outrageous attacks upon 
Christ and Christianity." We ahall not 
diacusB tho first part of the charge with 
anyone. We simply eay to the reverend 
gentleman I liat if ho can find ono word 
in the CoLONi.sr that can by tlie moat 
ingenious parveralon of language be con- 
strued to be an "attack upon Christ"— we 
hesitate in writing the words— we hope 
he will quote it at his earliest possible 
convenience. If he cannot do ao, 
and wo know he cannot, wo hope 
he will realize that ha owea the Colontst 
an ample apology. Wo feel inclnied to 
think that tho reverend gentleman did 
not fully weigh hia extraordinary lan- 
guage, otherwise we should employ very 
much stronger terms in characteriz- 
ing it. 

On the aecond point, that tlie Colonist 
haa printed attacks upon Christianity, 
we have no objections to saying a few 
words, because we know that many peo- 
ple regard aa an attack upon Christian- 
icy anything which doea not happen to 
chime with the particular formula of 
worda which they use when speaking 
about religion. Y'et the man who saya 
that any of tho articles which have ap- 
peared in the Sunday edition of the 
Coi.oNLST are i.ttacka iipou Christianity 
must have a perfectly Unique conception 
of tho meaning of words. We know that 
the wttolesj^we^^ written to attack 



Ubriatianity, but expressly for a con- 
trary purpose, Posaibly our critic does 
not know it, but it is true nevertheless, 
that the community ia full of people 
whom tbe churches do not touch, and 
who will not listen to what tho clergy 
have to aay upon religious subjects. 
They have not thought along the lines 
upon which th^ thought of the clergy 
usually runs. To them the lan- 
guage of the pulpit ia a jargon 
having no apeoial meaning. They 
will not listen with the least patience to 
ordinary preaching. Yet they desire to 
be instructed upon things relating to re- 
ligion. A newspaper addresaea each 
Sunday thousands of such people and 
haa an opportunity of directing their 
thoughts towards this, the greatest of 
all subjacta, which opportunity it ought 
not to neglect. We may tell our critic 
that there are very few people who are 
utterly careleaa about religion. The in- 
difference which may assume is superfi- 
cial. Thousands would like to have 
lines of thought on religious subjects 
suggested to them wiiich they can fol- 
low, hut they will not follow ox-cathedra 
propositions, no matter from whom they 
emanate. They see science and dlaoov- 
ery unveiiinc the secrets of nature and 
they ask if these unfoldings can be 
reconciled with what religion teaches. 
It has been the object of the Colonist to 
reach this class, and it knows that it 
does 80. It knows that it reaches each 
Sunday a " concregation " several times 
greater than that reached by any minis- 
ter of the gospel in the province, and it 
thinks it appreciates its duty to the peo- 
ple of whom it ia composed quite as 
fully as any miniater of the gospel ap- 
preciates his duty to the congregation 
which ho addresses. It hopes also that 
it does what it conceives to 
be ita duty towards them with as 
great conacientionsnes?. It knows from 
many expressions of opinion from people 
in all walks of life, in the churches and 
out of them, thatit has helped hundredo, 
and it has the aatiafaction of 
knowing that not a week paEses but 
that some one and often many 
express their thanks for tbe new ligiit 
which it haa cast upon what ia to all 
men a paramont aubject. 

So far from attacking Chriatianity, 
the Colonist haa endeavored to show 
the extreme reasonableness of Christian- 
ity, to demonstrate that, when one stops 
to think it, it involves more of a mental 
ell'jrt to reject the principles of Cliria- 
tianity than it does to accept them. It 
haa Bought to show bow at all timea, in 
all countriea and in all races there have 
been found evidence of divine guidance, 
and how immeasurably superior to them 
all in its applicability to the present 
needs of humanity is the simple Gospel 
preached by Christ. It has endeavored 
to ahov,' how the heavens declare the 
glory of God, and how perfectly in accord 
with the laws prevailing in the physical 
uaiverse are those which Ohristianity 
claims as existing in the rnoral universe, 
Is not this worth doing? When thouS' 
ands of men and women are asking if 
the God whom their fathers worshipped 
is more tnan a myth and if it is not 
true that seience has loft for Him no 
place in the universe, ia it not worth 
while to endeavor to point out to them 
that so far from science having done 
this, it has demonstrated the necessity 
for His existence? We grant that in do- 
ing this the Colonist has not employed 
the phrases afi^cted by theologians. It 
has used the language of the laboratory, 
tbe workahop, tbe street and the Bible ; 
but it addresses people who understand 
such lancuage and not the other. It ia 
convinced' of nothing bo much as of the 
fact that the principles of Gliristiauity 
are the fundamental principles of the 
spiritual universe, and in perfect har- 
mony with the laws of the physical uni- 
verse, and it has tried in ita humble 
way to make this clear to ita readers. 
Evidently it has not done so to tho rev- 
erend gentleman who inukes the attack 
upon it above referred to. This it very 
greatly regrets, but it does not feel 
called upon to cease from what it be- 
lieves to be its duty because one person 
misunderstands its object. 

Tub oflicials of the United Staffs 
cuatoma at Seattle are endeavoring to do 
their utmost to prevent persons from 

sending goods North in transit to the 
Canadian Yukon in British bottoms. 
This i3 contrary to the treaty of Wash- 
ington and the whole custom of nations 
in their commercial arrangements. The 
Washington authorities say that they 
will make matters all right, but, so far, 
have declined to issue the neceasary 
regulations. It seems as though only 
one thing remained to ha done by 
Canada, and that ia to declare ingress 
to tho Yukon by way of hake Tagish 
stopped until arrangeinenta permitting 
tho passage of goods from the head of 
Lynn canal are put in ' force by the 
United States government.' ' > 

So !• Au as wo have yet observed the 
Seattle papers are still concealing . the 
fact that every pera^tn who rontem- 
platea taking up a claim, in the' Yukon 
must take out a licenee',' ^hich can be 
obtained nowhere else on the Coast ex- 
cept at Victoria, Vancouver and Na- 
naimo. • 

Lkt a public meeting bo called fot to- 
morrow night to pass strong resolutions 
demanding the closing of the Paaaea un- 
til tho United States eovernment puts 
in force tho promieed regulations at 
Dyea and Skagway, The time has come 
for action. Let the people make tbem- 
aelvea heard.-, • ,, ., < tv-' 



MANY SIGNAtUBES' OBTAINED. 

Numerous Residents of Victoria Expresa 
Their Desire to Have Private Enter- 
prise Direct a Kint.. 

Many reaidenta of Victoria have during 
the past few days been induced to aflix 
their signatures to tbe following peti 
tion, which appareatly is indirectly con 
neoted with a project' for tbe establish- 
ment in British Columbia of a " private 
mint." This petition, it will be noted, 
suggests tliat the chartering of such a 
private, mint would be acceptable, and, 
further, opposes the CKportation of gold 
as a raw material. Not all who liave 
signed the petition are very possibly in 
favor of legislation iu the direction of 
compelling miners to sell their gold to a 
private mint here, yet it will be noted 
that the petition aims in this direction: 

The iticjiil Jloiwrnhin Sir Wilfiril Lauricr, 
Vrcmicr, and Mcinhcrn of iltc JIoun,: „}' 
t'uiniiioiis of C'liudda. 

GiiNTLUMKN, In viovi'of tho large ainour.t 
of gold now in sight— $20,000,000 foi- ilie 
Klondike district alone— and likely to be 
couthmedtobe produced in Cannila; and 
with a view to conserving to the country 
some proportion of the value extractnl by 
I he minor, to the end that the country may 
not be unpoverislied, and tliat the miner in 
IiIh oUl af,'e nuiy have some bUbstantialnie.i- 
sure of value iu the money he has ribked 
liis life to gain ; 

As citizens of Canada we, the under- 
signed, protest against this gold, or any 
Hold product of Canada, being incorporateil 
into the money system of tho United 
Slates, especially luidor the i.-itio gold is to 
paper in that country to-diiy, and now 
appeal to yoiu- honorable government for 
justice. 

According; to the report of tho Xational 
Iiiuil< Ashuciution of li'c I ' n Ucd Stati s. at 
a meeting held in Di'tr. it on Auj-'Ust l.s 
liist, there were sevi'n (7) iliilVrent curren- 
cies in the United Btate.i money sybtem. 
while really not two cents in gold is lield 
for the redemption of the current dollars in 
circulating money in the Union. 

Acccrding to the revisers of the currency 
of tlic United States, tbe $150,000,000 pen- 
sion list is only another means of regularly 
watering tlie money system, or <lepreciating 
tlie purchasing jiowcr of every dollar of 
(;anadian Kold niiipped to the United States. 
Such a money system nuist fail, and, as 
producers of gold, we object to it. 

The rule that money is ni»ney only so 
far as it is supported by the gold heUi in 
reserve foi ita redumption ia one which we 
consider as much In justice to the poor 
man or producer as to the capitalist, and 
the only safe guide in establishing the value 
or money. 

The present bankiuK system of Cnna<la 
iH'ing inannt;ed liy cliartered companies 
under supervision of llie government, had 
handled our moiu'y sy.stem satisfactorily; 
and, if tho i.lominion ' government were to 
^rant a charter to a inintinf; comjiany or a 
reliniuK company, under citiier the Com- 
panies' or the Banking Act to deline the 
exact value of the gold produced iii Can- 
ada, we believe the result would be satlslac- 
torv and beneficial to our country. 

l-'urlherinore, gold being one oi' the most 
valuable j)roduots, the mere [)osjession of 
which carries with it an earning capacity; 
and as in allotliercountries the e.xacl value 
and weight of Ko'd produced is always 
known, and sometimes used b.y such coun- 
tries with material lienelit in the adminis- 
tration of its general business. 

We, as citizens of Canada, again protest 
against the exi)ortation of gold as a raw 
material.

Several new and interesting features 
in connection with the abandoned 
steamer Commonwealth, in which the 

Canadian Pacific Navigation Company 
claim salvage, developed yesterday. 
Karly in the morning the company form- 
ally laid their claim on account of the 
services rendered the disab'ed vessel, 
fixing the amount at $100,000. In the 
afternoon aa a precautionary measure, 
the sheriff, ot the instigation of the com- 
pany, was sent up the coast on the tug 
Czar to take possession of tlie big steam- 
er. It ia not expected that any ell'ort 
will be made to tow the eteamer from 
where she ia lying, but the company 
argue that if this happened and any 
further miahap occurred, the claim for 
salvage would not be good. Further 
partlculara regarding the abandonment 
of the Commonwealth and the discov- 
ery of her by Captain Foot were alao 
obtainable yesterday. The eteamer waa, 
aa stated, on her way from Kobe, Japan, 
light, being due at the latter place before 
Januiry 15, her charter expiring on tbat 
date. When about COO miles from Port- 
land she broke her tail shaft and lost her 
propeller. For fifteen days ahe drifted 
helplessly about the PaciJic and, as in 
the case of the Cleveland, was blown 
towards the western shores of Vancouver 
Island and found anchorage in Nootka 
Sound. 

The Indiana at Heequoit first informed 
Captain Foot of the Willapa on Wed- 
needay morning that there waa a steam- 
er lying at the other side of Nootka 
Point and that " her men had all gone 
away," It was dusk when the Willapa, 
acting on this news, sighted the Com- 
monwealth. 

Satisfying himself that no one waa on 
board of her, Captain Foot proceeded to 
search for the missing captain and crew. 
Later in the evening the latter were 
found at Friendly Cove, where they had 
arrived on Tuesday and from which 
point Captain James was just about to 
despatch a man to Alberni for help. The 
master and crew of the Commonwealth 
were taken on board the Willapa and 
the next morning were placed on board 
their floating home. The Willapa then 
towed the disabled steamer to Steamer 
cove in Sidney inlet, a short distance 
from Clayoquot. where she ia now lying, 
Captain Foot afterwards proceeding to 
Victoria with the captain of the Com- 
monwealth, and reaching here yesterday 
morning. 

Captain John James tells in a very 
few words the story of his misfortune. 
His veaael, he aays, left Kobe in ballast 
for Portland, Oregon, on December 19. 
Exceptionally rough weather was en- 
countered aeveral days out, and it was 
no doubt partly due to the buffeting 
thus received that on January 2 the 
shaft broke outside the hull, leaving 
the steam power helpless. When thia 
accident happened the nearest land 
was Cape Disappointment, six hundred 
and fifteen miles away. The weather 
was not too bad at this time, and the 
winds favoring auch a course, Captain 
Jamea decided to make for the Straits of 
Fuca, and accordingly set what sail he 
poaaeseed and made what under the cir- 
cumstances was most satisfactory pro- 
gress, until on Monday morning last he 
found himself off what he recognized as 
Estevan Point, on the west coast of Van- 
couver Island. Ilere both anchors were 
dropped in some twenty-live fathoms of 
water, and the second mate with a crew 
of eight went ashore in the life-boat to 
endeavor to communicate with Victoria 
and secure a tug from here. The cap- 
tain and the rest of the crew of thirty re- 
mained on board. What progress the 
landing party made they did not know, 
but when night fell they had not re- 
turned and the sea ran very high, giving 
those on the ahip cause for great anxi- 
ety. Their fears were found to be justi- 
fied when towards morning the chain of 
one of the anchors snapped and loft the 
Commonwealth swinging by but one 
anchor, perhaps not more than a mile 
from the forbidding rocks, which once 
touched meant certain destruction. The 
crew. Captain James says, to a man be- 
sought him to leave the ship, and feel- 
ing that thia waa indeed the only safe 
course to take, he yielded to their en- 
treaties, and on Tuesday all embarked 
in the life-boats. They safely made the 
land at Schooner Cove, some ten miles 
distant and is si^bt of where the aban- 
doned ship still rode at anchor. 
From the Indians and the captains of 
two sealing schooners found there, they 
aacertoined that there waa no means of 
comiuunicating with Victoria, savo by 
the iniiil boat Willapa, whose arrival 
waa then daily expected. Captain 
James says he hunted up Captain Foot, 
of the Willapa, and asked him for a tow, 
and the latter being agreeable the Wil- 
lapa took the crew back to the Common- 
wealth, and towed her to safe anchor- 
age in Sydney inlet, some twenty-five 
milea away. " \ 

Captain Foot's story differs materially 
from that told by Captain Tames. He 
says there was no proposition for the 
latter to tow the Commonwealth to a 

Elace of safety. The steamer was, when 
e reached her, in imminent danger of 
being daahed to pieces on the rocks, and 
with the gale that followed would most 
assuredly have been wrecked' had be not

this city, Captain Foot says Captain 
Jamea informed him that a claim for 
salvage would probably be put in. 

Captain Foot thinks that the matter 
of salvage may be settled without re- 
course to the Admiralty courts, as soon 
aa Captain James hears from his owners 
in Liverpool. 

Hard luck seems to have overshadow- 
ed the career of Captain Jamea in recent 
years, for it was only about a year and a 
half ago that a similar accident occurred 
to a vessel he waa master of on the At- 
lantic, and he had to be towed into Hali- 
fax. This veasel waa owned by the 
aame firm who own tlm Commonwealth. 
The Commonweiilih \>ns built in 1800, 
and thia is her liretexperiencein Ameri- 
can watera. She is a steam screw 
steamer owned by the Stewart Steam- 
ship Company, of Liverpool, Eng. She 
ia 330 feet long, 45.1- feet beam and 18 
feet 7 inches depth. One of her decka is 
steel and the spar deck ia part iron and 
part steel with wet frames. Her tonnage 
is as follows : Gross, 8,, "53 tons; under 
deck, 3,188; net, 2,183. The Common- 
wealth was built by Furneaa, Withy it 
Co., Ltd., of Whartlepool, and hir 
enginea were put in by Sir C. Fornita 
Westgarth <i; Co. The vessel was fitted 
out in September 1S9G. Messrs. Drake, 
Jackson & Helmcken are looking afier the 
interests of Captain James, while Measrs. 
Bodwell it Dull' represent the C. P. N 
Company. The outcome of the claim 
made by the company is looked eagerly 
for by marine men all over the coast. 

The Commonwealth was in precisely 
the same position for several days as the 
Cleveland, and her escape from destruc 
tion is considered marvelous.

'Terniluation of the Del Coute Com- 
pany's Most Satisfactory 
Eugragement. 



'The Undertaking: Proves a Fiuaucial 
Loss-^" A Good Tliiiifj for a 
Gooa Price." 



The programme of yesterday's matinee 
given by the Del Conte Company, was 
calculated to please all tastes, and the 
jjerfotuiance of it certainly carried out 
the promise. From the opening bar of 
MaecagDl'a entrancing " Intermezzo " to 
the National Anthem, which with 
ioreign courtesy played the audience 
out, there waa not an idle or a dull 
moment. What raifht have proved to 
bean awkward diversion, caused by the 
lights going out suddenly, was plucldly 
met by the perioriuers in the trio, who 
linisheil the performance without a stag- 
ger, and in complete darkness, too. 

The vocal part waa opened by Signoritn. 
Montr.uari, who sang with ^reat 
spirit Ijoth in tier solo and a 
■duet with yignora Fanton, and 
more, she acted as well as sang — a ddU- 
cuLt thing to do in ordinary dress and 
without stage accessories. Madame Gin- 
evva Jobnatone-Bisliop's contributious 
were three sonf^a iu the lirst ffart which 
she sang with great delicacy and purity 
of tone, and "Rejoice Greatly" (Mea- 
Sjaiali) in the second part. Her renderiug 
,'oi this was scarcely so successful, but 
\ she was much hampered by a totally in- 
adeiiuato acoompanimeut. It was thin, 
nearly all lirst violin, and anytlnng but 
Haudclian. After sueli abuse of the vi- 
ijnUo aa has been diaplayed during the 
week, ■\IadarnB Bishop's steady tones 
were restful and refreshing. 

Of the orchestra there is little but 
good to ho said with the exception noted 
above. They played with a purity of 
tone, a subordination of individuality to 
the general effect and a balance that are 
worthy of all praise. So unobtraeive 
were they, yet bo alert, certain 
and attentive to the Blightest indication 
of the conductor. Four members, the 
Saloma quartette, gave an example of 
string playinE that was extraordinary in 
its way. The selection, Schubert's 
""Memento Musicale " and "Ave 
Maria" (arranged), as well aa a minuet 
by Uolzoni, were neither large nor long; 
iti a eeuse they were light, but they were 
played with a meanicf, an ensemble 
and a delicacy that took the audience by 
surprise, and almost commanded ap- 
plause. The pianissimoa in particular 
were quite wonderful, and one felt 
■rather than heard the tones given forth 
by the instrumenta. An encore number 
being inaiated upon, they played a grace- 
ful trifle, uaiog quilla inatead of hows, 
with very pleasing effect from both a 
humorous and a musical point of view. 

It seema hardly likely, and yet 
it is to be hoped that their 
most efhcient orchestra may one 
.lay visit us again. To listen to them is 
an education, and although the entire 
absence of brass is much felt sometimes, 
notably in such an opera as "'Faust," 
aliU the excellence of the woodwind 
almost compeneatea for the lose. It is 
aeldom out here that one has a chance of 
having the oboe and bassoon at all, still 
less well jilayed, and these have been 
amongst the most satisfying. A great 
deal njust of course depend upon the 
conducting, and this has been of a high 
order. It is no easy matter to conduct 
a:i upera with nothing else to do, ,but 
when one has to play the piano in ad- 
. ditton the task becomes onerous indeed. 
All through their engagement there has 
'been only praise for the conductor who 
on every occasion has had his forces both 
on and oil the etagti well in hand. 

One point must be commented uoon 
adversely and that is the i>romineuce 
given to the prompter, who with more 
vigor than discretion seemed always to 
be iu evidence. In that simple little 
" King of Thulo " ( FauBt), for inettmca, 
he prompted every line. Now if Signora 
Vicini did not know the words well 
enoaali to sing without prampting, the 
should not have sung them at all. Tnere 
was altogetiier " toujonrs prompterre," 
and he should have been more promptly 
euppreseed. 

It is diaappoinlin^ to learn on good 
authority that this engagement will 
have a financial losa both here and in 
Vancouver. Certainly Manager Jamie- 
eon shows much enterprise in providing 
a good bill of fare, but the musical pub- 
lic are rather unaccountably averse to 
),'artak!n;; of it. Tlio objection may lie 
made tliat the prices are high. True, 
■l.ut if you want a good thing you usually 
i'.::vi to iiay fjr it. F.\c.i/no.

mulion by tlio niovonient, seem to hool;

lently there is only one possible way 
out of the difficulty, and that is to 
wi-cuch oneself free at the expense of 
one's cloihing aud a succession of very 
liroDouiiccd aud ugly scratches. Added 
to all this, the plant, with its light 
green foliago hiding tho vicious thorns 
in its friendly appearing verdure, 
seeni.s to invite the touch by an outward 
display of attractiveuess, never o-vposing 
on its c-vterior any sign of its disugrct^- 
ttble naturo. Many a hard pressed giraffe 
or buck owes its lifo to tho friendly iii- 
tci'vention of the Waacht een beetje 
tree, post wjiich tho hunter, all ansns- 
pectiug,' has brushed in the hurry of the 
ehaso, to bo held fast while the gniue 
vanishes over tho bolt.

Nova Scotia Capital Interested in 
the Klondike Trade From 
Victoria. 



No Shipwreck After All— Coast Seal- 
ers Moving— Contract for a 
River Boat. 



For over a week past hardly a day has 
paaaed without the annotincement ol 
ppme new eteamlpoat epterpriee in con- 
liecllon with the Northern trade. The 
latest news of this kind which has come 
to lipht is to the effect that Captain 
Charles liackett of this city ia now in 
London arranging for a number of 
ateamera to ply between Victoria and 
Northern porta. The Halifax Chronicle 
aaya concerninR this new enterpriae : 

" This company have a well known 
Bhipmaeter (Capt. Hackett) nowlnEoE- 
land co-operating with a London and 
Halifax shipping house in selecting s-ait- 
able steamers. Several Bteamera of 
about 1,200 tons register, having largo 
passenger accommodation, will ho pur- 
diased and put on the berth in London 
and other English ports direct for the 
Klondike via the Straits of Magellan, 
YiQtoria, P, C., ftnd i^prt Wrangeli 
Siickeen river and Dyea. Those ateamera 
will run between Victoria, B.C. (which 
will be their headquarters), and pointa 
named on the Bound.* The trip from 
Victork to Dyea will take about four 
days. This eail ia through inland 
waters open all the year. Ten-knot 
steamers of tbo size named are con- 
sidered more practical than larger or 
faster boats on account of the route being 
through close waters. Tliis company 
therefore prefer putting on several of 
this tonnage and speed rather than 
larger and faster steamers. Two more 
experienced Nova Scotia shipmasters 
(who are putting money into the enter- 
prise) will Bail "for ICngland shortly to 
take charge of two of these ateamera. " 

Inatead of one veaael there will be two 
of the C.P.N. Co. steamers leaving for 
northern porta to-morrow. So great has 
been the demand on the company for 
tickets and freight accommodation that 
they have been obliged to presa the Wil- 
lapa into eervica, sending her off at 
about the same time as the ^eca. The 
latter, after undergoing repairs on the 
Eequimalt marine waya, came around to 
the inner harbor yeaterday. Her ac- 
commodation for freight and passengers 
haa long since been sold. She will carry 
among others Constable McKenna, Con- 
stable Little and Captain Rant, who, aa 
previously told, are to be stationed at 
the southern end of Lake Bennett in the 
control of the Provincial police quarters 
there to be established, Captain Rant 
acting aa mining recorder and atipen- 
diary magistrate. 

THE MYSTERY REVEALED, 

The mystery, such aa it was, concern- 
ing the life-beltB and other ship acces- 
Bories marked " Str. Alice" and " Str. 
Signal," found on the beach near Car- 
manah a few days ago, has been ex- 
plained by the maafer of the Signal, 
which veaBcl ia snugly berthed at her 
dock in Seattle. They had a house- 
cleaning on board, ho says, and some 
one hauled out the old life-belta with a 
request for orders aa to their disposition. 
"Oh, toBB them over the side," he 
answered, and aoon ramorB of shipwreck 
filled the air, and not unnaturally found 
their way into print.

The Mermaid 
waa lying at Village iale waiting for In- 
dian huntera; the Saucy Lasa and Aida 
were at Olayoquot for the same purpose 
the A riel and Teresa had got crews at 
Nootka, and the Beatrice and Ainoka

A JtiBtiRetnmed klondiker'guotsB Another 
Point in Favor of Victoria ^ r 
■ ■ ■: ' ..ontflti. ■ ■ r^'- 

Mr. Norman D. Maoaulay, who has 
put in the laattwo months at the White 
Horse rapids, returned home by the 
City of Seattle. Speaking yeaterday of 
the Canyon & White Horse Rapids 
Tramway Company, of which he is gen- 
eral manager, Mr. Macaulay eaid that 
the work ia being paebed ahead as rap- 
idly as possible, about fifty men being 
employed. The tramway runs six 
miles around the Canyon and White 
Horee rapids, the most dangeroua por- 
tion of the river, and the purpose of the 
line is to transfer boats around thia dan- 
gerous spot. Four tracks are being 
put in and the intention to 
liave a pole line has been 
changed in favor of steel rails, which 
are being shipped at once. The cars on 
the tramway run down into the water 
on the principle of a marine railway, 
the boats are floated over the cars and 
then car and boat are drawn up and 
carried over the line without difliculty. 
A scow weighing ten tona can 
be handled easily by thia method. 
The White Horse is 127 milea from the 
coaat, and Mr. Macaulay aaya his com- 
pany are prepared to contract to carry 
goods from sen water and, by way of the 
Dyea pasa, transport them to White 
Horee and place them below the rapids, 
for fifty gQntij « ;iounJ, One wire tram- 
way is now working over the Dyea paee, 
Mr. Macaulay reporta, and can handle 
one hundred tons a day. 

Lee Pate, who made the trip from 
DawBon with Dr. Wills and Al Steil/-, is 
going back again as soon aa he can got 
his supplies. He and hia partner, Harry 
Gain, operate a ferry and a boarding 
house at the Klondike river croBsiug, 
and Mr. Pate came out to take 
in a quantity of freati aupplies. 
Victoria will be the place where he does 
his outfitting, not only because it is 
more convenient, but because he ia sure 
of getting proper treatment from the 
inerchanta. Uo states that many of the 
minera who outfitted in Seattle found 
when they opened up their bacon that it 
had been put up green instead of cured 
and the result was had gone rank. On 
the contrary, the bacon purchased from 
Canadian lirma haa turned out well, be- 
ing jufit as represented, and the goods 
bought from Canadian outfitters gener- 
ally show more care in the putting up of 
packages. This being the case another 
argument fs iound in favor of Victoria 
aa a place to outfit. Mr. I'ato, though a 
Kentuckian by birth, has been for many 
yeara in the West, and for three years 
past has been in Alaska and the Yukon. 
He confines his attention more to hia 
terry, hotel and aaloon basineBa than to 
mining, though he haa a few mining in- 
tereste. 



THE WESTElil^ UNION. 

Movement of the Great American Tele- 
graph Corporation Towards British 
Columbia. 

Skattli;, Jan. 20.— Work on the ex- 
tension of the linos of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company towards British 
Columbia, as outlined recently by Super- 
intendent Jaynes, commence this week 
and by April 15 Port Angeles will be 
connected with the rest of the world by 
another telegiaphic eyateni. The con- 
tract for pole construction were let in 
San Francisco laat Saturday to F. H. 
Folsom, of Seattle, and according 
to its terms hia part of the work 
will be completed as far aa Port Town- 
send in forty-live days. The route 
is along country roads )"'incipnllv, 
and where hucIi is not the cat-e ttie con- 
tract reiiuires that Mr. l'"olaoni shall 
clear the right-of-way. Of thia sort of 
conetrucHon there aro about twenty 
miles. There are to be six submarine 
cables used in the cmnpleiion oi ttieline, 
which ia expected to be in operation not 
later than May 1. The land constrnc- 
tion has started at West Seattle and will 
continue to Alki point, where tho .corn- 
paiiv takes up the work of laymg the 
cable. The cable reaches to Restoration 
Doint, below Port Blakely, to which 
point the land line ia carried. Port Mad- 
ison ia the next move from Blakeley, 
and another cable will be rc(iuircd 
to crosa Port Madison bay. The 
shoreline will be continued to Agate 
pass, and then another cable will be laid 
across to I'ort Madison reservation. 
Then the lino will be continued to Port 
Gamble and Salisbury Point, wliere an- 
other cable is to cross Hood canal. Port 
Lndlow is the next stop of the laud line, 
and the fifth cable ia over Ludlow bay, 
where the lino continues to Port Town- 
send. When the metropolis of the lower 

fieninaula is reached the Western Union 
ine will turn and go to Discovery bay, 
where the last cable of the line crosKes. 
From Discovery bay to Port Angeles the 
route is entirely overland. 

The Western Union has also other 
connections in contemplation. It is a 
part of the plan to extend the line north 
from Seattle so as to enter Victoria and 
Vancouvor. The experiment of laying a 
cable from I'ort Angeles to Victoria is 
deemed impracticable, owing to the 
tremeudoua strain that would be ex- 
erted on the line by the heavy tides and 
extremely rough water. The conae- 
quent determination ia to reach Vic- 
toria in a roundabout way via Vancou- 
ver. At one time the liuea now in Brit- 
ish Columbia were owned by the Weat- 
oni Union, which bad constructed and 
operated as far aa the head ot naviga- 
tion on the Fraeer river. These linea 
were turned over to the government at 
Ottawa and eventually became a part of 
the system controlled by the Canadian 
Pacific.

DBPENDIKG ON BRITISH COAl. 

V/itbout It the German Fleet Would Be 
, . .Powerless in. ChineB^.\yat5^^^;M 

The Japan Mail comments as folio wa 
on one phase of the German seizure of 
Kiaochon: Now that China haa agreed 
to negotiate, leaving the Germane in 
posaeaaion of Kiaochou pending a settle- 
ment of claima, alluaion may be made to 
a phase of the afl'air which seems to 
have either eecapsd attention or been 
left purposely unnoticed. Suppose that 
China had declared war in consequence 
of the violation of her territory, and then 
quietly folded her hands and left Ger- 
many to work her will. What could the 
German squadron have done? Its 
potentialities for raiding the coast of 
China would have been strictly limited to 
the quantity of coal now in the bankers 
of the ahipa. Freeh eupplies could not 
have been obtained. Moreover, the 
aquadron of German cruiaere now en 
route for the East must have stopped on 
the way; all the coaling stations would 
have been closed to it. It ia at a crieia 
like thia that the immense advantages 
poaeeaaed by a power like England in 
the I'^ast become appreciable. People 
talk of a combination on the part of 
France, Russia and Germany to par- 
tition Cihina. Assuredly the presence of 
France in such a combination would be 
essential, for without her Tonquin 
mines, the ships of the allies would be 
powerless. Even with her Tonquin 
minea, however, the coadjutore would 
fare ill. To have to go such a diatance 
for coal would be bad enough, but much 
worse would be the fact tbai- access to 
the solitary coaling station could easily 
be prevented by Great Britain. If, at 
the eame time, England and Japan were 
allies, Borry indeed would be the plight 
of their oneraiea. 

The Germans at Kiaochou appear to 
bo drawing their Buppliea from Simngbai 
at present — an extraordinary phase of 
modern naval operations, it must be 
confessed : a foreign power making a 
foreign settlement in China its baais of 
operationa for a hostile seizure of Chi- 
nese territory. How the steamer, or 
ateamera, that act aa tendera for the 
German squadron manage to obtain 
their clearance from the imperial Chi- 
nese customs we are at a loss to con- 
ceive. The ineffable contempt for China 
that all these proceedings evince ia par- 
alleled only by her own utter incapacity 
to resist them. Will she ever awake? 
One imagines that a slumber so troubled 
aa bera must have quite ceased to be en- 
joyable. 

A CBUISEIl'^ QDEEB FUGHT. 

H.U.S. " Narcissns " In DaoEcr of Sinking 
Tlirougli Clioldng of Drain Pipes. 

The following is taken from a amall 
paper entitled " The Bounding Billow," 
printed on Board the U.S. llagship 
Olympia :— 

Sunday, Nov. 17.— While H.M.S. 
Narciaaua waa laying at anchor in the 
harbor of Obemulpo, Korea, one of her 
drams got choked and burst, starting a 
plate and allowing the water to rush in 
at an alarming rate. In less than three 
miuutea, a foot of wuter had accumulat- 
ed beneath the engine-room, and before 
the pumps could be atarted it had risen 
to six feet. Great consternation was 
felt, and the idea of running the ap- 
parently doomed vessel ashore was 
aeriouBly considered. Boats were clear- 
ed, ready for lowering, and word passed 
to stand by to abandon ship. It was 
half an hour before the powerful pumps 
could cause any visible decrease in the 
volume of water that entered through 
the gaping seam. 

Meanwiiile the U.S S. Boston had sent 
two ofhcers on board with offers of assist- 
ance, and to inform the Engliah com- 
mander that the Boston bad up steam 
and was ready to come ap and receive 
the crew, if they found the ship was 
ainking. These officers remained on 
board until all danger was over. At last 
the water was checked to such an extent 
as to permit the temporary repairing of 
the leak. The ship's company waa kept 
Dusily at work day and night securing 
against further danger.
